‘OME, Sept.'10.—The Onservatore Romano, the official organ 
of the Vatican, this evening publishes a pastoral letter from 
Pope Benedict XV, in the form of an encyclical to the episcopacy 
of the world. It contains the programme for the pontificate of Pope 
Benedict, which, summarized, calls for renewed efforts to spread | 
religion throughout the world and urges peace and brotherhood 
among peoples and nations in fear of God: . 

The encyclical, which is addressed to the universal Catholic 
world, deals chiefly with the European war. |

us with unutterable horror and sadness. es

As an additional relief of war con- 
ditions, Senate leaders announced to- 
day the determination to prune the 
rivers and harbors appropriation bill 
from $53,000,000 to approximately

TO FILL GAPS IN RANKS. 


TIMES, Sept. 10.—The continual

corps retired on the line of Dour, 
Quarouble and Frameries. The third 
division on the right of the corps suf- 
fered considerable loss in this opera- 
tion from the enemy, who had retaken 
Mons. 

“The second corps halted on this 
line, where they entrenched them- 
selves, enabling Sir Douglas Haig. 
with the first corps, to withdraw to 
the new position, and he effected this 
without much further loss, reaching 
the line from Bavay to Maubeuge in 
the evening. 

“Toward midnight the enemy ap- 
peared to be directing his principal 
effort against our left. I had pre- 
viously ordered Gen. Allenby with the 
cavalry to act vigorously in advance 
of my left front and endeavor to take 
the pressure off. 

In the morning, Gen. Allenby re- 


| ceived a message from Sir Charles 


Fergusson, commanding the Fifth 
division, saying he was hard pressed 
and in urgent need of support. On 
receipt of this message Gen. Allenby 
drew in his cavalry and endeavored 
to bring direct support to the Fifth 
division. During the course of th 

operation Gen. Delisle of the Secon 

Cavalry brigade thought he saw a 


„Food opportunity to paralyze the fur- 


ther advance of the enemy’s infantry 
by making a mounted attack on his 
flank. He formed up and advanced 
for this purpose, but was held up by 
wire about 500 yards from his objec- 
tive and the Ninth Lancers and the 
Eighteenth Hussars suffered severely 
in the retirement of the brigade. 

“The Ninth Infantry Brigade, 
guarding the line of communications, 
was brought by rail to Valenciennes 
on the 22nd and 23rd. On the morn- 
ing of the 24th they were moved to 
a position south of Quarouble to sup- 
port the left flank of the Second 
Corps. With the assistance of cav- 
alry Sir Horace Smith Dorrien was 
enabled to effect his retreat to a new 
Position although having two corps 
of the enemy on his front and one 
flank. He suffered 
great ing 80. 

“At nightfall a position was oc- 
cupled by the Second Corps to the 
west of Bavay, the First Corps to 
the right. The right was protected 
by the fortress of Maubeuge, the left 
by the Nineteenth Brigade in position 
between Jenlain and Bruay, the cav- 
alry on the outer flank. The French 
were still retiring and I had no sup- 
port except such as was afforded by 
the fortress of Maubeuge and de- 
termined efforts of the enemy to get 
around my flank assured me that it 
was his intention to hem me against 
that place and surround mea 

“I felt that not a moment must be 
lost in returning to another position. 
had every reason to believe that 
the enemy’s forces were somewhat ex- 
hausted and I knew that they had 
suffered heavy losses. I hoped, there- 
fore, that his pursuit would not be 
too vigorous to prevent me effecting 
my otgect. The operation, however, 
was full of danger and difficulty, not 
only owing to the very superior forces 
in my front, but also to the exhaus- 
tion of the troops. 

“The retirement was recommenced 
in the early morning of the 25th) to 
a position in the neighborhood of La 
Cateau and the rear guard was or- 
dered to be cleared of Maubeuge and 
Bavay by 5:30 a.m. Two cavalry 
brigades, with the divisional cavalry 
of the Second Porps, covered the 
movement of the second movement 


fand the remainder of the cavalry di- 


vision with the Nineteenth Brigade, 
the whole under command of Gen. 
Allenby, covered the west flank. 

“The Fourth Division commenced 
its detrainment at Le Cateau on the 
23rd and by the morning of the 25th, 
eleven battalions and a brigade of ar- 
tillery with the divisional staff, were 
avallabie for service. I ordered Gen. 
Snow to move out to take up a posi- 
tion with his right south of Solesmes, 
his left resting on the Cambrai-le- 
Cateau road, south of La Chapriz. In 
this position the division rendered 
great help to the effective retirement 
of the 
aew positions. 

“Although the troops had been or 
dered to occupy the Gambria-Le 
Cateau - Landreceis position and 
ground had, during the 25th, been 
partially prepared and entrenched, I 
had grave doubts, owing to informa- 
tion I had received as to the accumu- 
lating strength of the enemy against 
me, as to the wisdom of standing 


to the continued 
retirement of the French right, my 
exposed left flank, the tendency of the 
enemy's western corps to envelop me 
and more than all the exhausted con- 
dition of the troops, I determined to 
make a great effort to continue the 
retreat till I could put some sub- 
stantial otstacle, such as the Somme 
or the Oise between my troops and 
the enemy and affcrd the former 
some opportunity for rest and reor- 
ganization. 

“Orders were therefore sent to the 
corps commanding to continue their 
retreat as soon as trey possibly could, 
toward the genera! line of Vermand, 
to St. Quentin and Ribemont, and the 
cavairy, under Gen. Allenby, were or- 
dered to cover the retirement. 
Throughout the 25th and far into 
the evening the First Corps continued 
to march on Landrecies, following 
the road along the eastern border of 
the forest of Mormai, and arrived at 
Landrecies about 10 o'clock. I had 
intended that the corps should come 
further west so as to fill up the gap 
between Le Cateau, and Landrecies, 
but the men were exhausted and could 
not get further in without a rest. 

“The enemy would not, however, 
allow this rest, and that evening the 
report was received that the Fourth 
Guards Brigade in Landrecies was 
heavily attacked by troops of the 
Ninth German Army Corps, who were 
coming through the forest to the 
north of the town. This brigade 
fought most gallantly and caused the 
enemy to suffer a tremendous loss in 
issuing from the forest into the nar- 
row streets of the town. This loss 
has been estimated from reliable 
sources at between 700 and 1000. 

“At the same time information 
reached me from Sir Douglas Haigh 
that his First Division also was 
neavily engaged south and east of 
Marille I sent urgent messages to 
the commander of two French reserve 
divisions on my right to come up to 
the assistance of the First Corps, 
which they evenutally did. Partly 
owing to this assistance, but mainly 
to the skiliful manner in which Sir 
Douglas Haigh extricated his corps 
from an exceptionally difficult posi- 
tion in the darkness, they were able 
at dawn to resume their march to- 
ward Wassigny and Guise. 

“By late afternoon the Second 
Corpse had got into position with the 
right on Le Cateau, their left in the 
neighborhood of Caudry and the line 
of defense was continued thence by 
the Fourth Division toward Seran- 
villers. 

“During the fighting on the 24th 
and 265th cavairy became a good deal 
scattered, but by early morning of 
the 26th Gen. Allenby had succeeded 
in concentrating two brigades to the 
south of Cambrai.

At this time the guns of four German 
army corps were in position against 
them, and Sir Horace Smith Dorrien 
reported that he judged it impossible 
to continue his retirement at day- 
break, as ordered, in face of such an 
attack. 

“IT sent him orders to use his ut- 
most endeavors to break off the ac- 
tion and retire at the earliest possible 
moment, as it was impossible for me 
to send him support, the First Corps 
being at the moment incapable of 
movement. 

“The French cavalry corps under 
Gen. Cordet was coming up on our 
left rear early in the morning, and I 
sent him an urgent message to do his 
utmost to come up and support the 
retirement of my left flank, but owing 
to the fatigue of his horses he found 
himself unable to intervene in any 
way. 

There had deen no time to en- 
trench the position properly, but the 
troops showed a magnificent front to 
the terrible fire which confronted 
therm. The artillery, although out- 
matched by at least four to one, made 
a splendid fight, and inflicted heavy 
losses on their opponents. 

“At length it became apparent 
that if complete annihilation was to 
be avoided, retirement must be at- 
tempted, and the order was given to 
commence it about 3:30 in the aft- 
ernoon. The movement was covered 
with most devoted intrepidity and de- 
termination by the artillery, which 
had itself suffered heavily, and the 
fine work done by the cavalry in the 


further retreat from the position, as-. 


sisted materially the final completion 
of this most difficult and dangerous 
cperation. Fortunately, the enemy 
had himself suffered too heavily to 
engaged in any energetic pursuit. 

“T cannot close the account of this 
glorious stand of the British troops 
without putting on record my deep 
appreciation of the valuable. services 
rendered by Sir Horace Smith Dor- 
rien. I say without hesitation-that the 
saving of the left wing of the army 
under my command on the morning 
ef the 26th could never have been 
eccomplished unless a commander of 
rere and unusual coolness, intrepidity 
and determination had been present 
to rersonaliy conduct the onerations. 

“The retreat was continued far into 
the night of the 26th and through the 
°7Tth and 28th, on which date the 
troops halted on the line from Novon, 
Chauny and La Fere, having then 
thrown off the weight of the enemy’s 
pureuit. 

“On the 27th and 28th I was much 


indebted to Gen. Sordet and the 
French cavalry division which he 
commands, for materially assisting

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BIG WINE PRODUCTION. 


Reports coming to Collector John 
P. Carter, indicate that the wine pro- 
duction in the Sixth District, will be 
larger than was supposed when par- 
tial estimates were made scme weeks 
ago. At that time it was placed at 
4,000,000 gallons, but gaugers and 
wine makers now say that figure will 
be exceeded, 

Not only ‘s the yield of wine bet- 
ter than anticipated, but the per cent. 
of saccharine matter in the grape is 
unusually heavy, which means that 
this year’s wine harvest will be far 
above the average in sweetness. 

The wine makers believe they will 
be compelled to pay a tax on their 
product year. It is wunderstocd 
that the tax will be levied on the cur- 
rent year’s output, and that means an 
increase in the prices cf sweet wine 
in this part of the State. The tax is 
levied on all wine as such, without 
any regard to the amount of alcohol 
in its make-up. In Central and North- 
ern California the dry wine interests 
will be hit, there being but little 
sweet wine p there, while the 
quantity of dry wine produced south 
of the Tehachep: is a very small per- 
centage of the total.

Three-quarters of a Million Dollars 
Worth Stored in the Warehouses at 
the London Docks. 

{Lendon Answers:] When the 
King and Queen visited the London 
docks a short time ago, they saw 
laid out on the floor of one of the 
warehouses $750,000 worth of 


Africa is the chief source of the 
world’s supply of tvory, and it is esti- 
mated that 70,000. elephants are an- 
nually slatghtered for their tusks. But 
not more than 20 per cent. of this 
ivory is represented in the total im- 
ports to Eurcpe. 

Elephants have been dying off for 
years and years, and it is only since 
tvory came into general use that thei: 
tusks have been dug from the soil. 
Some of them have, in the meantime, 
been stored and used by natives in 
many ways. Even today some native 
chiefs in the interior cf Africa pos- 
sess stockades round palaces, 
composed of rows of tusks collected 
when they were of little value and 
they now barter these for the iuxuries 
of modern life. 

But elephants still abound in the 
district 
known as Caprivi. This place is in 
the extreme south of Ovampoland, has 


deen completely umexplored by Ger- 


mans in order to avoid irritating the 
natives, and yet the district contains 
more elephants than any other in 
Africa. Portuguese are well ac- 
quainted with the fact, and the ivory

Of course, tvory is produced in smal! 
quantities by the hippopotamus, nar- 
whale and sperm-whale, but the com- 
paratively insignificant tusks of the 
former have long ceased to suffice even 
for dentists alone, though no other 
kind of wory is adapted for their 
special requirements. Any supply that 
may be extracted from the ocean is 
obviously of too slight and precaricus 
a nature to be relied on; and though 
Important remains of mammoth tusks 
are from time to time uneartRed in 
Siberia, the ivory trade, bcth ancient 
and mcdern has practically depended 
upon the African elephant. 

Although in recent years the tvory 
imported into London has decreased, 
the falling off has been caused by a 
new market having been created by 
the cpening up of the Congo Free 
State. The tvory coming from that 
region is now sold in Antwerp, so that 
when the quantities sent to both 
markets are put together, the total 
imports actually show an increase. 

The average weight of ivory ob- 
tained from a single elephant is about 
fifty pounds but tusks weighing up to 


150 pounds and 180 pounds have been

ne The most expensive tusks are those 
used in the manufacture of billiard 
balis; they have cost as much as £160 
per hundrec weight, but the average 
price is prebably nearer £100 per 
hundred weight. The average price 
for the best tusks may be stated at 
from 8s. to 118. per pound. Apart 
from billiard balis, ivory is chiefly 
used for knife and other handles, 
combs, pianc keys, cheasmen 5 
carved ornaments. 

All the tusks are sorted into at 
jand qualities, and the shavings that 
are left over after the manufacturers 
have taken what they want are made 
up into a thousand small articles in 
everyday use. 

Although ft ivory has been the subject 
of almost as much artistic ny gre 
and workmanship as gold itself, it is 
with its purely utilitarian aspects that 
pecple are now chiefly concerned. 
Many substences have been applied to 
the purposes for which real ivory is 
admittedly supreme. Celluloid, for in- 
stance, is one of its counterfeits, and a 
poor one, indeed; but it nas been im- 
mensely developed during recent 
years, particularly in the United 
States. A great many things that were 
once made of ivery may, and, as 
manufacturers tell us, must, now be 
made of celluloid. 

Then there is what is known as 
vergetable ivory, produced from the 
nut of the tagua plant, a native of 
the northern regions of South Ameri- 
ca. The kernels cf these nuts when 
ripe are exceedingly hard and white, 
and bear a remarkable resemblance 
to real ivory. They are extensively 
used in the manufacture of buttons, 
umbrella handles and small trinkets, 
and millions of them are being im- 
ported into Great Britain every year. 


The House of Hapsburg.

A Two-Story Lake. 

{New York Sun:] One of the won- 
ders of Mexico is the self-producing 
lake near Salinas station, on the Tam- 
pico division of the Mexican Central 
Raliway, seventy-two miles west of 
San Luis Potosi. It may well be 
termed a two-story lake, for at times 
there is a lake of fresh water overly- 
ing the salt lake. A water-tight roof 
of green mud separates the fresh from 
the salt water. 

For a large part of the year there 
is no fresh-water lake there. The sun 
licks it up soon after the rainy season 
is over. | 

The salt secured from the lake goes 
all over Mexico. The lake has been 
worked about sixty-five years. The 
whole town of 5000 people makes its 
living from the salt.

“It is evident, however, that 
the wars which are devastating Eu- 
rope will greatly benefit our country

“We are learning just now how in- 
dependent we can be of the rest of 
the world. Many new industries will 
be founded and new mineral resources

“Already the nations of Europe are 
calling upon Americe for supplies. 
Practically every able-bodied man in 
England. France, Germany and Aus- 
tria is at war. The harvest is neg- 
lected and the factories are closed. 
Only women and vwhildren and old men 
are left in the towns ind cities. 

“After the cose t the wars there 
will be a great rusn of immigration 
to the United States by people who 
ere tired o living under the ‘ ncer- 
tain conditions in Burope, and wish 
to dwell in the land of peace. 

“Burope will not be ready to 
and entertain tourists for several 
years. This condition will benefit the 
Pacific Coast. In fact, I believe that

CREATES STIR.

Dr. T. C. Light, surgeon at the har- 
bor for the Salt Lake Ratlway and 
for the Banning companies, was 
found guilty of furnishing morphine 
to a habitual user yesterday afternoon 
by Police Judge Chambers. Sentence 
will be imposed at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. 

Farlier in the day Dr. James 8. 
Hall, with offices at Second street and 
Broadway, pleaded guilty to the same 
charge before Police Judge White, and 
was fined $100, which he paid. 

Both cases were remarkable de- 
cause of the identity of the persons 
involved. “Subpoenaed to testify in 
the of Dr. Light was the secre- 
tary and general manager of a well- 
known oll company. He is the father 
of two girls, 16 and 18 years re- 
spectively. He has been addicted to 
morphine for twenty-three years, he 
testified, and is at present consuming 
twenty-five grains of the drug daily. 
His face has not the sallow tings 
commonty accredited to dope users. 
Only the drawn expression of the lips 
and the tired look of the eyes set him 
apart. Dr. Hall so dreaded the pub- 
licity of hig trial that he slipped into 
Judge White’s courtroom at the noon 
hour and asked to plead then. There 
were no spectators. He was charged 
with furnishing morphine to a widow, 
a dressmaker with a good clientele. 

Dr. Light testified that he had taken 
the patient who testified with the hope 
of breaking him of the habit. He was 
to do this by diminishing the daily 
dose. No evidence was introduced 
that the physician had profited finan- 
clally by providing the prescriptions 
upon which his patient obtained the 
drug. The patient testified that Dr. 
Light was to receive $59 if the habit 
was broken and half that sum if the 
dosage was reduced to a prescribed 
amount. Dr. Light’s counsel con- 
tended that no improper motive nor 
lack of good faith had been shown,
